fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1939 and 1940 comparable when com- 
bined into district or other totals. Almost all contti- 
butors now report regularly the number of days on 
which selling took place in their shops during the 
period to’which their figures relate. On each return, 
therefore, the 1939 sales are corrected, where neces- 
sary, by the appropriate amount to make them com- 
parable with 1940 so far as length of period is con- 
cerned. The number of selling days in the calendar 
month of July was one greater in 1940 than in 1939 
and accordingly corrections for differences in length 
of period were necessary on a large proportion of the 
schedules. 

TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED oR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must be remembered that the figures refer, as fat 
as possible, only to trade of branches or departments 
which have been established for a year at least and 
which were, therefore, actually in operation in the two 
months for which the return is‘made. The object of 
this is to minimise the danger of showing as a general 
expansion of sales in any district movements which 
are not representative of average operating results and 
which possibly reflect transfers of trade from estab- 
lished to newly-opened concerns. Once the new branch 
or department can report its own sales not only for the 
month in the current year but also for the same month 
a year earlier, the percentage movements recorded 
should not be seriously affected, but as the first com-

parison will be with a period of expanding sales the 
published statistics will have a favourable bias. In 
present conditions, concerns operating groups of shops 
have in some cases concentrated their business in cer- 
tain branches and closed others, especially in areas 
from which population is shifting. Such a change of 
practice may introduce an upward bias into the 
monthly comparisons with trade in the previous year, 
but in cases where the records of the closed branches 
have been amalgamated with those of the branches still 
open the bias would be in the opposite direction, since 
it is unlikely that the whole of the business of a closed 
branch would be transferred to branches still open or 
to other reporting concerns. 


SALES 


COMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus EARLIER 


July.—The money value of daily sales reported for 
July was 5°6 per cent. higher in 1940 than in 1939, the 
corresponding rise for the trading year to date being 
similar (5-2 per cent.). For June the rise was only 
20 per cent., but this was the smallest increase re- 
corded this year. The figures for the different districts 
follow the pattern which was to be expected in the 
light of population movement, including the recent 
movement away from the South Coast. Central and 
West End London once more showed a large fall (26:1 
per cent.), and Suburban London and the South of 
England showed small rises (6-4 per cent, and 4:1 per 
cent., respectively); in the other districts the increases 
varied only from 13°3 per cent. in the North-East to 
15:5 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales. Sales 
not allocated to any district rose by 3-7 per cent. 


Daily sales of food and perishables, amounting to 
approximately 55 per cent. of the total value reported, 
advanced by 12:0 per cent.—a much more pronounced 
rise than in any recent month, which can only be par- 
tially accounted for by the further rise in food prices. 
In Central and West End London, the July fall (19-1 
per cent.) was appreciably less than any recorded since 
April. Increases in Suburban London and in the South 
of England were practically identical, 11-9 per cent. 
and 11:6 per cent. The North-East, North-West and 
Midlands and South Wales districts similarly formed a 
group with increases of 17:3, 17-4 and 16°8 per cent., 
respectively, while Scotland showed the largest rise of 
all, 21-7 per cent. 


For the second month in succession sales of 
other merchandise showed a small decrease (1:3 per 
cent.) despite the rise in prices, declines being 
recorded for both London areas and for the South of 
England. The remaining districts showed increases 
ranging from 7-0 per cent. in Scotland to 13°9 per cent. 
in the Midlands and South Wales; the latter was the 
only area in which the July figures were as favourable 
as those for the trading year to date, though for the 
North-West there was practically no difference. Most 
of the categories of merchandise in this division de- 
clined for the country as a whole, the only substantial 
increases being 18-4 per cent. for boots and shoes and 
36:9 per cent. for miscellaneous and unallocated goods, 
the latter being again largely attributable to purchases 
of coal in response to the advice given to the public to 
lay in stocks. Sales for both these categories declined 
only in Central and West End London, and showed 
larger increases for July than for the trading year. The 

eaviest decline in any category was 17-6 per cent. 
for furnishing departments, which was wholly attri- 
butable to large falls in London and the South of 
England; the decline in men’s and boys’ wear (12:3 
per cent.) was much more widely spread throughout 
the country, the North-West alone recording a small 
increase. Sales of piece-goods continued to contract, 
but the fall of 8-1 per cent. was small in comparison 
With the 26 per cent. recorded for June. It was wholly 
due to household goods, as the value of dress materials 
sold was higher than a year ago; the North-East,

North-West and Midlands and South Wales districts 
showed large increases for both descriptions. 


February-July.—Total sales for the first half of the 
trading year were 5-2 per cent. in excess of the corre- 
sponding figure for 1939. Sales fell by 21:3 per cent. 
in Central and West End London and rose by only 
4-0 per cent. in Suburban London. Increases in the 
other districts ranged only from 9-7 per cent. in the 
South of England to 118 per cent. in Scotland. Sales 
of food and perishables were higher by 6-4 per cent. 
and those of other merchandise by 3-8 per cent. In 
the nine main categories of the latter division there 
were only two declines, for furnishing departments 
(7-8 per cent.) and sports and travel goods (7:5 per 
cent.); the largest increases were 11:5 per cent. for 
boots and shoes and 12-5 per cent. for miscellaneous 
and unallocated goods. 


Half-yearly (February-July) comparisons of sales’ 
movements in the two main geographical divisions, 
viz. the London postal area and the Rest of Great 
Britain, are shown for the principal categories of mer- 
chandise in Table II on page 148. The figures for 
London compared even more unfavourably with those 
for the Provinces than at the end of the first quarter. 
Taking all departments together, sales in London were 
lower by 66 per cent. than in the first half of 1939, 
while elsewhere they rose by 10-2 per cent, The only 
increase in London was the small one of 3:1 per cent. 
for food and perishables, the first quarter's increase of 
14-9 per cent. for piece-goods having been changed to 
a decrease of 6-0 per cent. by the end of the half-year. 
Increases in the Provinces were shown for every cate- 
gory, varying from 3°3 per cent. for furnishing depart- 
ments to 21-9 per cent. for piece-goods.

AVERAGE Dainty SALES IN 1937 = 100 


Retail sales were higher in July than in June, the 
index rising from 105 to 113. Central and West End 
London benefited to some extent by an inflow of people 
from other parts of the country, notably coastal 
districts, and the index of total sales in that area 
advanced from the very low figure of 57 to 75, more 
than 80 per cent. There was some expansion, though 
less marked, in all other areas except Scotland, which 
had shown the highest index in June and reported a 
slight contraction from 124 to 122; these movements 
were in accordance with seasonal trends. Sales of food 
and perishables were larger than a month earlier in all 
districts, the index for the country as a whole advanc- 
ing from 110 to 118. Central and West End London 
showed by far the greatest increase but the sample 
there is both smaller and probably less representative 
of ordinary household consumption than elsewhere. 
Other merchandise rose by about the same percentage 
as food and perishables, the index for Great Britain 
moving from 99 to 106. The movement, however, was 
not at all uniform in the different districts; Scotland 
and the South of England showed lower sales, whereas 
Central and West End London and the North-West 
recorded increases of approximately 30 per cent. and 
19 per cent., respectively. Apparel sales at 107 were 
only a little above the June level of 104, large advances 
in Central and West End London and the North-West 
being almost offset by substantial decreases in Scot- 
land and Suburban London. The index for household 
goods rose steeply from 76 to 97 as a result of appre- 
ciably higher sales in all districts, the North-West 
being outstanding with an increase of 59 per cent. 


STOCKS 


The value of total stocks at cost at the end of July 
was 45-2 per cent. above that recorded twelve months

the same date of the previous year has grown con- 
tinuously greater each month since the outbreak of 
war. The higher prices at which stocks are valued 
account for a large part of the rise, but it seems clear 
that the volume of goods on the shelves has expanded 
considerably relatively to the reduced volume of sales. 
An increase in the value of stocks of one-third or more 
was reported in every district and in the South of 
England the figures were more than half as large again 
as a year ago. The increase for food and perishables, 
which was 59°9 per cent. at the end of June, rose 





growth in the value of stocks of other merchandise 
during the month was more rapid, the increase com. 
pared with a year ago being 43°6 per cent., as against 
368 per cent. in June, the percentage for every cate- 
gory being higher. Four main categories in this division 
showed increases in excess of 50 per cent., the most 
remarkable being piece-goods, stocks of which were 
approximately 75 per cent. higher than a year ago. The 
smallest increase (168 per cent.) was in boots and 
shoes, this figure being only 0-2 higher than that re- 
corded for June.

DEFENCE (FINANCE) REGULATIONS 


PAYMENTS ARRANGEMENTS WITH GREECE 
AND PERU 


The Treasury announce that fourteen further Orders 
have been made under the Defence (Finance) Regula- 
tions, 1939, and came into force on 2 September. Of 
these, three give effect to arrangements which have 
been made with the Greek and Peruvian authorities for 
regulating payments between the United Kingdom on 
the one hand and Greece and Peru on the other. These 
are the 

Regulation of Payments (General Exemptions) (Amend- 
ment) (No. 2) Order, 1940, 

Regulation of Payments (Greece) Order, 1940, and 

Regulation of Payments (Peru) Order, 1940 (S.R. & 
O., 1940, Nos. 1575, 1587 and 1588). 


Payments to persons resident in Greece from persons 
resident in the United Kingdom may only be made to a 
Greek special account, and all exports from the United 
Kingdom to Greece must be paid for in sterling from a 
Greek special account. 

Henceforward payments to persons resident in Peru 
from persons resident in the United Kingdom may 
only be made in sterling to a Peruvian special account 
with a United Kingdom bank, registered as such by 
the Bank of England, except that special arrange- 
ments have been made for the payment of certain 
limited types of income into Peruvian sterling area 
accounts. These are accounts with United Kingdom 
banks registered at the Bank of England which indi- 
viduals resident in Peru are permitted in given circum- 
stances to maintain for the purpose of meeting certain 
kinds of personal expenditure. 


All exports from the United Kingdom to Peru must 
be paid for in sterling from a Peruvian special account. 


The remaining Orders which have been made by the 
Treasury (S.R. & O., 1940, Nos. 1576-1586) are merely 
re-enactments in slightly different form of the existing 
Orders in this series. Experience hag shown that in 
some respects the previous Orders did not precisely 
define the present position; the new Orders do so, but 
do not imply any change in the present practice.

NETHERLANDS CONCERNS TRANSFERRED TO 
NETHERLANDS OVERSEA TERRITORY 


In the Notice under the above heading in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ’’ of 29 August 1940 (page 136) the 
name of the Colony to which the various companies 
and concerns had transferred their seats was, with one 
exception, omitted. The Netherlands Legation have 
intimated that all these concerns except the ‘‘ Papier- 
maatschappij van Reekum ’’ (Van Reekum’s Paper 
Co.), which as stated has been transferred to Curacao, 
have been transferred to Batavia. 

The Netherlands Legation have also notified that the

BRITISH GOODS IN GERMAN SHIPS 


FORMATION OF ENEMY SHIPPING CLAIMS 
COMMITTEE 


The Board of Trade announce that a Committee, to 
be known as the Enemy Shipping Claims Committee, 
has been set up under the Trading with the Enemy 
(Shipping Claims) Order, dated 29 August (8.R. & O., 
1940, No. 1567, price 1d.) for the purpose of :— 


(1) Enforcing claims against enemies who are the owners 
or charterers of ships, and/or against enemy ships, 


(2) Obtaining the release of cargoes on enemy ships, 
except British-owned cargoes in German ships lying 
in neutral ports. The London Chamber of Com. 
merce will, as heretofore, continue its efforts to 
obtain the release of British-owned cargoes in 
German ships.

The term ‘‘ enemy ’’ includes persons carrying on 
business in, or controlled from Germany, Italy, Den- 
mark, Norway, Holland, Belgium, France or other 
enemy territory but no ships controlled by Govern- 
ments, organisations or persons who have thrown in 
their lot with the Allies are to be considered as enemy 
ships. 


The Board have given the Enemy Shipping Claims 
Committee a licence under the Trading with the 
Enemy Act, 1939, to enable the Committee to carry 
out its objects on behalf of persons beneficially in- 
terested in the claims on the cargoes. It is not pro- 
posed to authorise any other person or body to enforce 
claims or recover cargoes whether on their own behalf 
or otherwise.

PARTICULARS REQUIRED FOR CLAIMS 


The Board of Trade have also made the Cargoes and 
Claims (Information) Order, dated 29 August 
(S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1568, price 1d.), requiring all 
persons having claims against enemy ships, ship- 
owners or charterers (except claims for the release of 
British-owned cargoes on German ships in neutral 
ports) to report particulars to the Secretary, Enemy 
Shipping Claims Committee, Norman House, Strand, 
London, W.C.2, by Thursday, 12 September. Persons 
not sending particulars within the prescribed period are 
liable to heavy penalties under the Defence Regula- 
tions. The particulars required are the following :— 


(i) the nature, quantity, and value of the cargo; stat- 
ing where, and in what ship, it is lying, or, if not 
aboard ship, where, and in whose possession oF 
control, it is; 


(ii) the nature of any document evidencing ownership 
of or interest in any such cargo; 


(iii) the date and amount of any payments made it 
respect of freight charges on any such cargo; stat 
ing to whom such payments were made; 


(iv) the port of loading and the port of destination of 
any such cargo; and 


(v) the nature and extent of the course of action that 
is claimed to exist in respect of any cargo or 0 
any other claim, e.g. mortgage or bunkering.

AGENTS OF ITALIAN NATIONALITY 
IN EGYPT 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy in 
Egypt states that the Egyptian Sequestrate-General 
is prepared to consider sympathetically cases of United 
Kingdom firms wishing to transfer to non-Italian firms 
goods sent to agents in Egypt of Italian nationality 
against firm orders but not paid for. In the case of 
United Kingdom goods held on consignment by Italian 
agents, or in Customs bond, the Sequestrate-General 
would give instructions to transfer if satisfactory 
evidence of actual United Kingdom ownership is pro- 
duced. 


United Kingdom firms wishing their cases brought 
before the Sequestrate-General are advised to com- 
municate full details, e.g. nature of goods, date of 
shipment, copy of order, ete., to the Commercial Secre- 
tary, British Embassy, Cairo. Firms desiring to 
appoint new agents to replace their Italian agents in 
Egypt should forward a mandate for the purpose to the 
British Chamber of Commerce, 5, Sharia el Guedida, 
Cairo. 


The mere fact that an agent in Egypt is an Italian 
national does not of itself make it incumbent on a 
United Kingdom firm to terminate the agency. 


TIMBER CONTROL 
PRICES AND CHARGES 


The Control of Timber (No. 17) Order (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 1565, price 5d.) has been made by the 
Minister of Supply and came into force on 31 August. 
The Order introduces an up-to-date schedule of the 
maximum prices for home-grown timber hitherto set 
out in the Schedules to the No. 1* and No. 12+ Orders. 
In general there is no change in prices, but in a few cases 
adjustments are made in the prices of home-grown 
mining timber. In particular, the differential prices 
for Scottish mining timber delivered to mines in 
England are abolished and a transport subsidy is to be- 
paid on long railway hauls in the United Kingdom and 
on sea freight from Ireland and Scotland. This sub- 
sidy forms the subject of the following Announce- 
ment : — 


Since the new price schedules for imported timber, 
plywood ‘and home-grown timber have now all been 
brought into force, the opportunity has been taken in 
the No. 17 Order to reproduce in a single form for con- 
venience of reference the price articles of the No. 13 
Ordert as amended by the Nos. 15,§ 16§ and 17 
Orders. A complete statement of the price provisions 
as they now stand will be found in the present Order. 


Certain minor amendments of the Timber (Charges) 
(No. 1) Ordert have become necessary and are included 
in the Timber Charges (No. 2) Order (S.R. & O., 1940, 
No, 1566, price 1d.), which has been made by the 
Treasury and came into force on 31 August. The New 
Order provides that no charge will be payable on 
timber certified as recovered-unclassified or on certain 
speciality hardwoods, which have been imported by 
private firms under licence from the Control and which 
Were not subject to the general increase on 1 July’in 
the prices of imported timber. The new Order also 
provides for proportionate reductions in the charge 
payable on timber certified as inferior in respect of 
— a reduced price has been fixed by the Timber

Both the No. 17 Control Order and the No, 2 Charges 
Order contain a slightly amended definition of timber. 
The new definition provides that flooring blocks and 
flooring strips, however prepared, are to be regarded as 
timber for the purposes of the Orders. 


TRANSPORT, SUBSIDY FOR HOME-GROWN 
MINING TIMBER 


UnITED KINGDOM 


1. In order to encourage the production of home- 
grown mining timber in districts remote from collieries, 
the Timber Controller will pay a subsidy to persons 
who have paid the railway charges in respect of such 
timber on long railway hauls in the United Kingdom. 
The cost of sea transport on mining timber produced 
in Northern Ireland and Scotland will rank with rail 
transport costs for payment of the subsidy. 


2. For the time being the subsidy will not be pay- 
able on mining timber if delivered to mines in the 
county of Monmouth, Glamorgan, Pembroke, Car- 
marthen or Brecon. 


3. In the case of inland hauls, the subsidy will 
consist of the amount by which the railway charge for 
carriage only exceeds 15s. per ton on home-grown 
mining timber consigned to collieries direct or via im- 
porters’ and merchants’ yards or colliery associations’ 
yards. Mining timber is described in Division D of 
the Schedule to the Control of Timber (No. 17) Order, 
which came into force on 31 August, and includes larch 
in the round up to and including 9 inches mean quarter 
girth over bark and fir and hardwoods in the round 
up to and including 7 inches mean quarter girth over 
bark when consigned to collieries for propping and 
shoring purposes and for pit sleepers underground. 


4. In the case of mining timber produced in Northern 
Treland, the subsidy will consist of the amount by 
which the sea transport costs and railway carriage 
charges before and after shipment, for delivery as 
described in paragraph 3, exceed 15s. per ton. The 
subsidy on sea transport costs in addition to any rail- 
way carriage charges will also be payable where it is 
found more convenient to move timber produced in 
Seotland by sea. 


5. Application for the payment of subsidy should be 
made to the Timber Controller, Branch 8, Clifton 
Down Hotel, Bristol, and should be accompanied :— 

(a) by receipted railway bills and a declaration in the 
prescribed form ; 

(b) where sea transport costs have been incurred, by 
shipping documents relating to each cargo, viz. bill 
of lading, charter party, vouchers, and weighbills 
issued by the railway company or public weigh 
office at the port of discharge; 

(c) by a certification by a colliery in the prescribed 
form; 


(d) by a statement of claim in the prescribed form. 


Specimen forms of application may be obtained from 
any District Pitwood Officer. These forms will not be 
issued by the Timber Control, but may be prepared by 
those claiming subsidy provided the form indicated is 
adhered to. 


6. The charter party terms and conditions and the 
rate of freight constituting the items on which sub- 
sidy may be claimed must be those current at the time 
of loading. Charges in excess of current rates will be 
disallowed. 


7. In the interests of national economy, and in order 
to avoid unnecessary rail transport, it is essential that 
all home-grown mining timber should be sent to the 
nearest market. Each coalfield will naturally receive 
the mining timber produced in and near its own area, 
but for longer hauls it is intended that deliveries shall,

8. The subsidy will not normally be paid on timber 
consigned from the producing areas named in the pre- 
ceding paragraph to receiving areas other than those 
shown directly opposite their respective producing 
areas. In some cases no doubt special circumstances 
will justify departures from the general scheme, and 
where these circumstances arise, application should be 
made in advance to the Timber Control at Bristol for 
permission ta consign the timber to collieries outside 
the normal areas. Unless such permission has been 
obtained, the subsidy will not be paid in these cases. 
As a general guide to producers, it should be noted 
that permission will usually be granted for small props, 
that is 2-inch to 34-inch tops, to be sent from any 
district in England to Yorkshire, Durham and North- 
umberland. 


EIRE 


9. A subsidy of £1 per ton will be paid by the Timber 
Controller on all mining timber, as defined in Para- 
graph 3 of this Notice, produced in Eire and consigned 
to collieries in this country. Persons wishing to claim 
subsidy must produce, in respect of each cargo, the 
bill of lading, charter party and weighbills issued by 
the railway company or public weigh office at the port 
of discharge, together with a certification by a colliery 
and a statement of claim in the prescribed form. 


10, Application for the payment of.subsidy should be 
made to the Timber Controller, Branch 8, Clifton 
Down Hotel, Bristol. Specimen forms of application 
may be obtained from any District Pitwood Officer.

The effect of the Order is to continue to permit the 
exportation without licence of manufactures wholly or 
partly of flax (with certain exceptions) to all destina- 
tions (except European destinations other than Spain, 
Portugal and Turkey). 


The exceptions are yarns, hosepipes, seaming and 
roping twines, and certain other articles of flax covered 
by previous orders, and manufactures of soft hemp. 


This Order replaces the Open General Licence which 
confined this permission to articles in process of manu- 
facture on or before 18 July (see the “‘Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 25 July 1940, page 62). 


REGULATED PRICES OF BRANDED GOODS 
Hosiery AND UNDERWEAR: Hanp KnittTiInc YARNS 


The Board of Trade have made the Prices of Goods 
(Permitted Prices) (No. 4) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 1556, price 1d.) under Sub-Section (i) of 
Section 5 of the Prices of Goods Act, 1939.

Registered persons in their dealings with 
auctioneers, whether goods are sold to the auctioneer 
or merely sold by him as an agent, are required to 
observe the rules laid down in the Order for sales to 
unregistered persons.

1. By the Safeguarding of Industries (Exemption) No. 
12 Order, 1940, dated 22 August 1940, made by the Treasury 
under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, as amended 
by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Import Duties (Emer- 
gency Provisions) Act, 1939, the following goods have been 
exempted from Key Industry duty imposed by Section 1 of 
the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1921, as amended by 
the Finance Act, 1926:— 


ALCOHOL PROPYLENE 


The exemption becomes operative in respect of goods 
of the above description which are entered with the Cus- 
toms, or delivered from bonded warehouse, as the case may 
be, on or after 29 August 1940, and remains in force for 
a period ending on 31 December 1940.

BRITISH INDIA 
EXEMPTION OF SODA ASH FROM DUTY 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ” of 27 June 1940 contains 
a copy of a Resolution issued in the Department of Com- 
merce on 22 June 1940, the text of which is reproduced 
below : --- 


No. 458-T. (1) 40.—In their Commerce Department Reso- 
lution No. 458-T (14), dated 22 June 1935, the Government 
of India decided to afford the glass manufacturing industry 
in India a certain measure of relief by exempting imported 
soda ash from duty. This concession was sanctioned for a 
period of three years in the first instance and was extended 
up to 22 June 1940 under the Commerce Department Reso- 
lution No. 458-T. (1), dated 16 April 1938.* 


2. The production of soda ash on a commercial scale has 
not yet developed in India, but two industrial concerns 
have made considerable progress with their schemes for the 
production of indigenous soda ash on a large scale. In the 
meantime the arrangements announced in paragraph 5 of 
the Resolution, dated 22 June 1935, are being continued 
for a further period of two years or (if this is earlier) 
until the Government of India are satisfied that soda ash 
in commercial quantities is being produced in India. The 
situation will then be further reviewed. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the Notice under the above heading 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 6 June 1940 (pages 
553-4), the ‘‘Indian Trade Journal” of 27 June 1940 
contains a copy of Notification No. 6-I1.T.C./40, issued by 
the Department of Commerce on 22 June 1940, which pro- 
vides for a further Open General Licence as follows :— 


Open GENERAL LicENCcE No. VI 


In pursuance of Commerce Department Notification No. 
1-I.T.C./40, dated 20 May 1940, the Central Government 
gives general permission to all persons to import from 
Iraq, Muscat, Bahrein, Kuwait, and the Trucial Shaikh- 
doms, until further notice, any of the goods specified in 
the Schedule to that Notification and enumerated in the 
following list (not being goods previously imported into 
such place from a place outside the British Empire and 
outside any other of the territories above-mentioned) :-—

In front of the title page is inserted a list of British 
standardised steel samples issued jointly by the Iron and 
Steel Institude and the National Physical Laboratory, show- 
ing where and on what terms the samples are available.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
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it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manuv- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.

The guarantees protect exporters against the main risk 
of giving credit to oversea buyers. Losses arising from the 
insolvency of the buyer can be covered by the Department’s 
Comprehensive Guarantee Policy for the whole of an ex- 

orter’s business during a forward period of twelve months. 
An Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee, which can 
be obtained for a supplementary premium, protects the ex- 
porter against the risk that a buyer may be unable to make 
payment when due owing to the imposition of exchange 
restriction, or to the occurrence of war between the im- 
porter’s country and the United Kingdom, or to war, 
hostilities, civil war, rebellion, revolution, insurrection, 
civil commotion or other disturbance in the country of the 
buyer. 


Crepits TO PurcHAserRs oF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees. 


Pre-SHIPMENT RIskKs 


Policies are also issued to cover 75 per cent. of loss in- 
curred owing to shipment of goods ordered being prevented.
